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FOREWORD. 


Another  year  of  war  has  passed  bringing*  new  ordeals 
in  the  shape  of  Flying  Bombs  and  Rockets.  The  Hospital 
has  been  spared  any  further  severe  damage,  but  sympathy 
is  extended  to  those  who  have  suffered  bereavement  or 
have  lost  their  homes.  The  successful  invasion  of  Europe 
brings  the  hope  that  victory  may  not  be  long  delayed. 

Now  that  the  end  of  the  war  is  in  sight,  I  extend  our 
most  grateful  thanks  to  all  those  who  gave  such  loyal 
service  to  the  Hospital  during  the  days  and  nights  of 
enemy  bombardment.  It  would  be  invidious  to  mention 
names,  but  the  list  includes  many  members  of  the 
Honorary  and  Resident  Medical  Staff,  the  nursing  staff, 
administrative  staff,  porters,  engineers  and  domestics, 
who  stayed  at  their  posts  and  did  not  hesitate  to  risk  their 
lives  in  order  that  the  work  of  healing  might  continue. 

Now  for  the  future.  What  is  to  be  the  position  of 
our  Voluntary  Hospitals  in  the  new  Health  Service? 
There  are  those  who  say  that  the  Voluntary  Hospitals  are 
bankrupt,  but  the  facts  are  very  different.  Over  a  long 
period  of  years,  they  have  not  only  succeeded  in  meeting 
their  maintenance  costs,  but  they  have  also  raised  large 
funds  for  new  buildings.  They  have  a  fine-  record  of  800 
years  of  service  to  the  community  and  although  there  have 
been  great  improvements  in  Municipal  Hospitals,  it  is 
true  to  say  that  the  Voluntary  Hospitals  still  undertake 
the  bulk  of  the  acute  medical  and  surgical  work.  Surely 
this  record  justifies  the  Voluntary  Hospitals  in  asking  for 
a  full  share  in  future  developments  of  the  Hospital 
Service.  It  would  be  nothing  short  of  a  tragedy  if  the 
benefit  of  their  accumulated  experience  and  the  ideals  for 
which  they  stand  should  be  lost  to  the  Community. 

One  step  in  the  direction  of  a  co-ordinated  hospital 
service  has  alreadv  been  taken  in  this  area.  Under  the 

1/ 
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auspices  of  the  Nuffield  Trust,  an  Essex  Co-ordination 
Committee  is  in  process  of  being*  established  with  equal 
representation  of  Voluntary  Hospitals  and  Local  Autho¬ 
rities.  They  have  most  important  tasks  before  them  and 
it  is  hoped  that  their  deliberations  will  result  in  a  better 
hospital  service  for  the  one  who  matters  most — the 
patient.

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REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1944. 


The  General  Committee  of  Queen  Mary’s  Hospital  for 
the  East  End  (Incorporated)  have  pleasure  in  submitting 
to  the  Governors  the  Annual  Report  relating  to  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1944. 

This  the  sixth  year  of  hostilities  is  proving  even  more 
difficult  than  previous  years.  Shortage  of  staff  in  Medical 
personnel  and  other  departments,  owing  to  the  continued 
demand  of  the  Services,  has  caused  no  little  anxiety  to 
those  remaining  to  carry  on  in  the  exceedingly  hard  and 
sometimes  dangerous  conditions  prevailing.  However, 
despite  these  drawbacks,  the  work  has  been  maintained 
with  a  high  degree  of  efficiency  and  the  number  of 
patients  passing  through  the  Hospital  doors,  including 
during  the  year  under  review,  many  service  cases,  is  com¬ 
parable  with  the  figure  of  the  previous  year.  The  slight 
decrease  to  be  noted  on  another  page  is  due  to  the  cessa¬ 
tion  of  admissions  during  the  fly-bomb  episodes. 

“  Bundles  For  Britain.” 

Circumstances  arose  that  made  it  impossible  for 
“  Bundles  ”  to  continue  sending  assistance  to  this 
Hospital  to  the  same  extent  as  in  previous  years,  but 
drafts  amounting  to  £261  14s.  6d.  were  received  from 
Newtown,  Pennsylvania  Branch,  and  Virginia  Peninsula 
Branch.  Later  in  the  year  a  large  case  of  new  clothing 
for  children  was  allocated  to  the  Hospital  by  the  London 
Committee  and  was  gratefully  acknowledged.  The  grati¬ 
tude  of  your  Committee  is  once  more  placed  on  record  to 
the  people  of  America  who,  with  their  own  heavy 
National  burdens,  continue  this  support. 

King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund  for  London. 

Your  Committee  gratefully  .acknowledge  the  receipt 
of  the  sum  of  £5,000  from  this  Fund.  The  Honourable 
Margaret  Bigge  and  Mr.  R.  Da  vies -Colley,  C.M.G., 
F.R.C.S.,  visited  the  Hospital  as  Representatives  of  the 
Fund  on  the  3rd  August  and  after  thorough  inspection  of 
the  Hospital  expressed  themselves  pleased  with  the 
organisation  in  general.

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Fund  met  a  Special  Sub-Oommittee  in  the  Board  Boom  on 
16  th  March,  at  which  the  members  reported  themselves 
in  perfect  agreement  with  the  Committee  in  the  need  for 
extension . 

Annual  Appeal. 

The  Annual  Appeal  which  wais  issued  at  the  beginning 
of  December,  rather  latter  than  usual,  brought  the  result 
at  31st  Dec.  to  £2,784.  This  amount  has  since  been  sup¬ 
plemented  and  on  going  to  press  stands  at  £5,056  2s.  3d., 
comparing  favourably  with  the  1943  Appeal,  which 
amounted  to  £5,184  17s.  9d. 

“  Margaret  Lyle  ”  Maternity  Wing. 

Although  there  was  an  interruption  during  August  on 
account  of  the  proposed  evacuation  of  staff  and  patients 
and  the  consequent  loss  of  bookings,  it  is  with  pleasure 
that  your  Committee  .report  the  admission  of  637  patients 
to  the  Maternity  Wing  during  the  year.  552  Babies  (300 
boys  and  252  girls)  were  born,  there  being  15  sets  of 
twins. 

A  total  of  19  pupils  entered  for  training.  Twelve  sat 
for  the  C.M.B.  Examination  and  seven  passed. 

Mid  wives  from  the  Hospital  attended  40  confinements 
at  patients’  homes,  the  babies  born  being  23  girls  and  17 
boys.  Visits  to  these  patients  numbered  1,022.  Attend¬ 
ances  at  the  ante- natal  clinics  totalled  5,762  and  the 
bookings  ”  for  the  year  numbered  642. 

The  apparent  discrepancy  between  the  number  of 
admissions  and  babies  born  is  due  to  the  fact  that  ante¬ 
natal  patients  coming  in  for  treatment  and  having 
responded  satisfactorily  are  discharged  to  their  own 
homes  and  re-admitted  later  for  delivery. 

Ladies’  Linen  League. 

Splendid  results  have  once  again  been  achieved  by  the 
enthusiastic  members  of  this  League  and  ait  the  Annual 
Display  and  Ceremony  of  “  handing-over  ”  on  November 
30th,  approximately  2,000  articles  and  garments,  repre¬ 
senting  a  gift  to  the  value  of  £870  14s.  Od.  were  received. 
Mrs.  Philip  Glover,  the  President  of  the  League,  pre¬ 
sented  the  gifts  which  were  accepted  by  Mrs.  Alexander 
Fisher  on  behalf  of  the  Hospital.  A  number  of  friends 
and  wellwishers  of  the  Hospital  attended  and  grateful 
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thanks  are  due  to  all  the  members  of  the  League  and  to 
its  officers,  namely:  Mrs.  H.  Stanley  Clarke  (Chairman), 
MififS  Berry  (Honorary  Treasurer),  Mrs.  Blackburn 
(Honorary  Secretary)  and  Mrs.  Rawlins  on  and  members 
of  the  Working  Party.  The  Officers  and  members  of  the 
Wanstead  Fellowship  and  the  Chigwell  Branch  are  also 
thanked  for  their  continued  support. 

This  energetic  body  arranged  a  War-time  Bring  and 
Buy  Sale  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  Mrs.  Thomas 
Skyrrne  very  kindly  opened  the  Sale,  the  result  of  which 
was  most  successful. 

Birthday  Scheme. 

Since  its  institution  in  1932,  the  total  receipts  from 
the  Birthday  Scheme  amount  to  £1,107  16s.  7d.,  of 
which  sum  £30  3s.  2d.  was  received  during  the  past  year. 
Applications  for  membership  of  this  Scheme  will  be  grate¬ 
fully  received.  This  method  of  help  is  commended  to  all 
friends  of  the  Hospital. 

Pathological  Department. 

The  work  of  this  Department  is  rapidly  increasing  in 
volume  and  much  valuable  service  continues  to  be  given 
by  Dr.  Arthur  Davies,  Hon.  Consulting  Pathologist ;  Dr. 
W.  W.  Walther,  Director,  and  his  assistants,  particu¬ 
larly  Mr.  F.  Cooling,  Senior  Technician.  It  will  be 
remembered  that  Dr.  Wallther  is  also  a  Sector  Pathologist 
and  is  consequently  fulfilling  many  duties  on  behalf  of 
Hie  Government. 

School  Children’s  Fund. 

Your  Committee  are  pleased  to  report  the  generous 
donations  of  this  Fund  amounting  to  £390.  The  fluctuat¬ 
ing  conditions  and  the  general  upheaval  owing  to  evacua¬ 
tion  have  to  some  extent  disrupted  its  organisation,  but  its 
good  work  continues  notwithstanding  the  increased  diffi¬ 
culties.  Your  Committee  anticipate  with  pleasure  the 
day  when  the  numbers  will  again  be  stabilised  and  the 
Fund  will  once  more  be  in  a  position  to  function  to  its 
fullest  capacity.  '

Thanks 
are  recorded  to  Mr.  F.  C.  Pallett  (Chairman),  Mr.  L.  J. 
Cleminson  (Hon.  Treasurer)  and  particularly  to  Mr. 
Francis  Newland  its  Honorary  Secretary.  As  usual  the 
successful  result  attained  was  mainly  due  to  his  untiring 
energy  and  enthusiasm. 

On  11th  May  an  interesting  ceremony  was  held  in 
Zunz’s  Ward,  when  Sir  Leonard  Lyle  unveiled  two 
Tablets  commemorating  the  endowment  of  the  “  Edward 
Valentine  Waddell  ”  bed  and  the  “  Aid  Committee  ” 
bed.  On  this  occasion  the  Hospital  was  also  honoured  by 
the  presence  of  Mrs.  Thomas  Skyrme  and  Mrs.  F.  W.  Orr. 
It  was  pleasing  to  note  the  large  number  of  old  friends 
of  the  Hospital  who  attended  this  function,  a  reminder  of 
the  happy  days  in  the  times  of  peiaee. 

Christmas. 

War’s  sixth  Christmas  found  the  enthusiasm  of  the 
Nursing  and  Medical  Staff  undiminished.  The  relief  of 
the  restrictions  and  austerity  regulations  during  the 
period  considerably  added  to  the  Festive  Board.  Those 
compelled  to  spend  their  Christinas  in  Hospital  were, 
therefore,  able  to  enjoy  this  Season  and  experience  most 
of  the  pleasures  that  are  usually  associated  with  this 
happy  time.

Particular  reference  must  be  made  to  one  who  has 
given  44  years  of  liis  life  to  “  Queien  Mary’s  ”  in  faithful 
and  devoted  service. 

Francis  Newland,  Assistant  Secretary,  who  retired  on 
pension  at  the  end  of  the  year,  remained  until  January 
2 list,  expressly  at  bis  own  request,  in  order  to  complete 
the  44  years.  He  first  entered  the  service  of  West  Ham 
Hospital,  as  it  was  then  known,  in  1901,  and  has  seen  the 
institution  grow  from  a  small  one  of  60  beds  to  its  present 
size,  having  played  some  part  in  all  its  expansions.  Apart 
from  bis  work  cm  the  administrative  side,  Francis 
Newland  has  rendered  great  help  in  raising  money  for 
the  Hospital,  particlarly  as  Honorary  Secretary  of  Queen 
Mary’s  Hospital  Aid  Committee,  and  liis  interest  in  this 
work  will  not  cease  with  bis  retirement. 

His  record  of  service  bas  been  of  inestimable  value  to 
the  Hospital  and  there  are  many  thousands  of  patients 
who  have  cause  to  be  grateful  for  bis  association  with 
Queen  Mary’s.  He  was  ever  ready  with  a  word  of  advice 
or  encouragement  and  bis  departure  will  leave  a  space 
difficult  to  fill. 

There  is  a  Tablet  erected  in  the  year  1929  over  a  bed 
in  one  of  the  wards  which  bears  the  inscription: 

“  This  Bed  was  endowed  by  Hie  Aid  Committee  in  1929 
and  also  places  on  record  the  completion  of 
twenty-five  years’  devoted  and  faithful  service 

of  (its  Secretary, 

FRANCIS  NEWLAND.”

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REPORT  OF  THE  HONORARY  MEDICAL  STAFF 

In  the  report  last  year  we  were  able  to  record  a  free¬ 
dom  from  air  raids  during-  the  preceding-  year.  In  the 
summer  of  1944  came  the  V.l  and  later  the  menace  of  the 
V.2  has  been  added.  Unfortunately,  this  has  entailed  con¬ 
siderable  modification  in  our  work.  Fortunately,  the 
casualties  have  not  been  too  heavy,  the  vast  majority  only 
requiring  first-aid  treatment.  Naturally  there  has  been 
some  lessening  of  attendances  in  the  out-patient  depart¬ 
ment  in  consequence  of  these  aerial  attacks,  and  several 
modifications  of  settled  routine  have  had  to  be  made 
during  this  past  year. 

Unfortunately,  owing  to  shortage  in  nursing  staff  and 
beds,  operations  for  the  removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids 
have  had  to  be  curtailed.  We  hope  that  this  may  soon  be 
remedied,  as  there  is  abundant  evidence  that  the  need  for 
bed  accommodation  for  these  cases  is  considerable. 

The  Maternity  Department  is  busy,  and  continues  to 
fulfil  a  great  need  in  accepting  the  abnormal  labours, 
especialty  the  toxsemias  of  pregnancy,  which  have  the  ad¬ 
vantages  of  a  full  investigation  by  a  well-equipped  labora¬ 
tory.  It  was  at  one  period  thought  advisable  to  evacuate 
this  department  to  more  remote  areas,  but  it  did  not  appeal 
to  the  patients  and  also  other  difficulties  proved  insuper¬ 
able.  Bookings  are  growing,  and  it  will  soon  be  a  matter  of 
urgency  to  have  the  Isolation  block  restored  to  its  normal 
use. 

The  Speech  Clinic  was  making  excellent  progress 
until  the  recurrence  of  bombing,  and  there  is  no  doubt 
that  with  quieter  times  the  demand  on  this  clinic  will  grow. 

The  new  Department  for  the  treatment  of  Venereal 
Disease,  opened  in  the  late  summer  under  Dr.  Macdonald, 
and  thanks  are  expressed  to  the  West  Ham  County 
Borough  Council  for  their  helpful  co-operation  and  for  the 
financial  assistance  which  is  received  from  the  Ministry  of 
Health  through  their  intermediary.  The  attendance 
figures  are  growdng.  The  conversion  of  the  old  massage 
hut  has  been  admirably  carried  out. 

The  Physiotherapy  Department  has  had  to  leave  its 
old  quarters  in  the  Hut  and  return  to  the  Solarium.  These 
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quarters  are,  alas!  far  too  cramped,  and  will  need  to  be 
modernised  as  soon  as  it  is  again  possible  to  embark  on 
structural  work.  The  loss  of  the  use  of  the  medical  dia¬ 
thermy  apparatus  for  so  many  months  during  this  move- 
over  has  been  a  great  handicap.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will 
be  restored  in  the  near  future. 

During  this  past  year  our  colleague  and  Senior 
Surgeon,  Mr.  Mortimer  Woolf,  reached  the  age  limit  and 
retired,  but  at  the  unanimous  request  of  his  colleagues  he 
has  consented  to  continue  to  give  his  services  to  the  Hos¬ 
pital  until  more  settled  times.  Mr.  Woolf  has  never  failed 
to  keep  up  his  attendances  at  the  hospital  through  these 
difficult  years  of  war,  and  has,  moreover,  never  failed  to 
respond  to  calls  for  surgical  help  when  casualties  have 

been  heavv. 

*/ 

The  Resident  Staff  continue  to  give  loyal  and  con¬ 
scientious  service  to  the  hospital  under  great  handicap. 
Always  under-staffed,  the  work  at  times  has  been  very 
heavy.  Any  further  reduction  in  resident  staff  will 
compel  a  considerable  modification  of  the  services  that  we 
can  and  now  do  give  to  the  public,  but  it  is  hoped  that  this 
will  not  occur. 

We  offer  our  hearty  congratulations  to  the  Emergency 
Surgeon  and  Resident  Medical  Officer,  Mr.  B.  Gf.  Spiers, 
on  becoming  a  Member  of  the  Royal  College  of  Obste¬ 
tricians  and  Gynaecologists.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the 
Hospital  is  much  indebted  to  this  officer  for  his  many 
years  of  excellent  and  untiring  service. 

Einally,  as  the  hospital  year  draws  to  its  close,  we 
have  to  say  farewell  to  Matron,  Miss  Baily,  who  takes  into 
her  well-earned  retirement  the  best  wishes  of  the  Honorary 
Medical  Staff.  We  hope  that  she  may  long  enjoy  the 
rest  that  she  has  so  well  earned. 
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ALMONER'S  REPORT . 

The  widespread  evacuation  from  London  during1  the 
Summer  naturally  reduced  the  normal  work  of  the 
Almoner’s  Department,  as  may  be  seem  from  the  general 
figures  which  follow.  To  counteract  this,  however,  a 
large  number  of  Air  Raid  Casualties  have  had  to  be  fol¬ 
lowed  up  and  their  records  duplicated  and  sent  to  the 
Ministry  of  Pensions.  During  the  last  three  months  of 
the  year,  there  has  also  been  a  great  increase  in  the 
number  of  Service  cases  admitted  to  the  wards,  which  has 
entailed  a  good  deal  of  work  of  an  unfamiliar  nature. 

In  spite  of  evacuation,  the  number  of  children  sent  to 
Convalescent  Homes  is  slightly  higher  than  1943.  Once 
again  we  were  able  to  transfer  68  adults  direct  from  the 
wards  to  Haileybury  for  convalescence.  This  Emergency 
Hospital  has  filled  a  great  need  in  providing  comvales-' 
cence  without  the  necessity  of  patients  being  discharged 
to  await  a  vacancy  at  home  and  by  obviating  any  financial 
worry  to  the  patients,  since  Contributory  Fund  vouchers 
are  accepted  in  full  payment  or  in  the  case  of  non-contri¬ 
butors,  assessments  are  the  same  as  in  the  wards  here.  It 
is  with  great  regret  that  we  hear  that  the  Hospital  is  to 
close  at  the  end  of  February.  In  addition  to  the  above, 
we  have  arranged  the  transfer  of  498  patients  to  Base 
Hospiitals . 

The  Road*  Traffic  Act  figures  show  an  increase,  but 
only  15  of  these  cases  were  admitted,  against  13  in  1943, 
28  in  1942,  and  48  in  1941.
